Ivir,  Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  rural  district  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1958, 

During  the  year  there  were  A34'-  births  and  337  deaths  in  the 
Rural  District  and  both  the  Birt'::  and  Death  Rate  consequently  show  slight 
irjuoreases.  Both  the  Infant  Mortalitj^  Rate  and  the  Neo-natal  Mortality 
Rate  show  increases  on  those  for  the  previous  year. 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  increased  by  l6  (321  in  1957  as 
against  337  in  1958), 

Heart  Diseases  accounted  for  the  largest  number  of  deaths 
which  occurred  in  the  district.  The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all 
forms  of  Cancer  increased  by  A to  57  vdiile  the  number  of  deaths  from 
Cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  increased  by  2. 

Prom  the  point  of  view  of  infectious  disease  notifications 
received,  1958  v/as  a healtliier  year  than  1957. 

The  total  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the 
j'^ear  was  382,  a decrease  of  95  over  the  previous  year.  The  total 
number  of  cases  of  Measles  notified  decreased  from  3^9  in  1957  to 
302  in  1958,  and  notifications  of  Scarlet  Fever  adso  decreased  from 
29  to  10,  ViThooping  Cough  notificatioriS  decreased  also,  from  38  to  I6, 

No  confirmed  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  although  tvra 
suspected  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital  and  these  vvere  subsequently 
proved  not  to  be  polio.  The  incidence  of  this  disease  over  the  Country 
as  a whole  was  not  as  high  in  1958  as  in  previous  years,  and  this  fact 
may  be  attributed  to  two  things.  Firstly,  vaccination  against  the  disease 
and,  secondly,  the  cool  wet  summer  of  1958,  The  Poliomyelitis  virus  is 
a type  tba.t  thrives  during  hot,  dry  weather  and  in  crov/ded  places.  The 
wet  weather  seemed  to  restrict  multiplication  of  the  virus,  and  also  acted 
as  a deterrent  against  large  crowds  of  people  congregating,  thus  lessening 
the  potential  danger  of  the  virus  spreading. 

During  the  Autumn  of  the  year  the  Government  brought  in  the 
scheme  whe2?eby  expectant  mothers  and  fill  persons  up  to  the  age  of  25  years 
oecame  eligible  to  revive  vaccinationsagainst  polionyelitis.  Response 
by  persons  in  the  new  groups  to  the  numerous  appeals  put  out  requesting 
them  to  have  the  vaccination  did  not  prove  to  be  very  encouraging.  This 
seems  to  be  due  to  a preference  on  the  part  of  the  public  to  wait  until 
such  time  as  supplies  of  the  British  vaccine  are  available  rather  than  to 
be  vaccinated  with  the  inported  "Salk”  type  Vaccines. 
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Considerable  controversy  continued  to  range  arourd  the 
connection  between  smoking  aid  lung  cancer.  The  connection  between 
the  t\7o  lias  still  not  been  definitely  established  although  tobacco  smoke 
is  known  to  contain  several  "caiicer  producing"  chemical  agents,  ard  it  is 
nov,’  an  accepted  fact  that  cigarette  smokers  are  more  prone  to  cancer  of  the 
lun^g  than  pipe  smokers  or  non-smokers.  I thirl:  it  is  v/orthy  of  note  that 
the  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  lungs  in  Britain  has  increased 
by  1,000  each  year  in  the  past  6 years  to  21,000  in  1957.  Over  four  fifths 
of  those  dying  from  this  disease  were  men. 

In  June  we  lost  the  ser'/ices  of  hlr.  A,  Sylvester  who  had  been 
Senior  Clerk  in  the  Public  Health  Department  since  1954.  I'hr,  Sylvester 
who  left  to  take  up  the  duties  of  Chief  Clerk  in  the  Public  Health  Department 
of  the  Borough  of  Scunthorpe,  rendered  excellent  services  v/hilst  he  ws.s  with 
this  Council.  Ivir.  Sylvester's  place  v/as  taken  by  I^lr,  R,  Jhitmore  who  came 
to  Derbysliire  from  Ramsgate, 

The  report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  v/hich  is 
incorporated  herev/ith  again  reveals  the  very  vd.de  scope  of  the  duties 
undertaken  by  the  Department,  As  will  be  seen  from  the  figures  in  the 
Report,  1958  proved  to  be  a year  in  which  a great  deal  of  valuable  work 
was  carried  out. 

In  conclusion  I have  to  place  on  record  my  sincere  thariks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Meinbers  of  the  Council,  the  General  Practitioners  and  Health 
Visitors,  my  fellow  officers,  p8.rticularly  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  their  untiring  assistance  and  loyal  co-operation,

Ivir,  Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I liave  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  v/ork  undertaJ^en 
by  my  Department  during  the  year  1958, 

The  improvement  sections  of  the  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1958 
continue  to  make  a useful  contribution  to  the  betterment  of  housing  conditions 
in  the  district,  but  the  applicants  are  still  predominantly  o’vvner-occupiers. 

It  would  appear  that  the  landlords  are  not  prepared  to  nake  any  capital  outlay 
for  the  improvement  of  their  tenanted  properties,  although  the  permitted  increase 
in  the  rent  for  such  iiiprovements  would  give  a useful  return  on  their  money. 

The  work  of  inspecting  and  representing  sub-standard  properties  T/ith 
a view  to  either  re-conditioning  or  demolition  has  continued,  and  action  has 
been  recommended  under  Section  9,  I6  or  43  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957.  The  v/ork 
in  connection  vn.th  clearance  areas  first  represented  some  two  years  ago  is  nov/ 
showing  final  results  by  way  of  re-housing,  following  difficulties  in  negotiating 
sites  and  commencing  buildiiig.  There  are  no  large  areas  of  sub-standard  houses 
in  the  district,  and  the  small  scattered  clearance  areas,  some  quickly  confirmed 
without  any  objection,  and  others  involving  protracted  enquiries,  Iviinistry  decisions, 
and  negotiations,  tend  to  make  the  provision  of  alternative  accommodation  a difficult 
problem,  and  the  time  between  the  first  inspections  and  eventual  re-housing  may  be 
vex’y  lengthy. 

The  Rent  Act,  1957,  continues  to  be  used  by  a s^mall  number  of  tenants 
as  a means  for  getting  disrepair  remedied,  some  of  wliich  are  defects  which  could 
not  be  dealt  with  by  the  Health  Department,  under  either  the  Housing  Act  or  the 
Public  Health  Act,  There  was  little  evidence  of  hardship  at  the  end  of  the 
stardstill  period  for  houses  freed  from  control,  vrhich  was  in  October,  1958,  and 
presumably  ovmers  and  tenants  in  the  majority  of  cases  entered  into  new  tenancy 
agreements. 


The  remaining  sections  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  came  into 
force  during  the  year.  Some  chimneys  have  been  kept  under  observation  for 
smoke  emission  and  mangements  approached  v/ith  a view  to  conditions  being 
improved,  and  in  one  case  where  the  factory  is  scheduled  as  being  the 
responsibility  of  the  Alkali  Inspector  we  have  co-operated,  as  yet  unsuccessfully 
to  obtain  a re-arrangement  of  furnace  flue  ducting  and  the  provision  of  a second 
chimney,  Sever-al  of  tlie  complaints  investigated  have  proved  the  existence  of 
no  nuisance  under  the  Act,  because  there  are  still  permitted  periods  for  the 
submission  of  black  smoke  and  dark  smoke,  a fact  not  appreciated  by  the  conplainants, 

I have  provided  some  comment,  in  addition  to  the  figures  given, 
to  the  paragraphs  referring  to  the  several  sections  of  the  work,  because  there 
tends  to  be  alterations  in  the  conditions  of  working  from  year  to  year,  brought 
about  either  hy  nev/  legislation  or  departmental  re-arrangement, 

I TrVish  to  thanlc  the  Chairman  aaid  Meiobers  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
for  tne  support  given  to  any  recommendations  I have  submitted,  ;^he  Ivledical  Officer 
of  Health  and  other  Chief  Officers  and  their  staffs  for  their  ready  co-operation, 
and  the  staff  of  my  Department  for  the  efficient  way  in  which  the  business  of  the 
Department  has  been  carried  out.

The  Rural  District  of  Helper  lies  in  the  south  of  Derbyshire  ani 
is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Urban  District  of  Matlock,  on  the  south  by  the 
County  Borough  of  Derby  and  the  Rural  District  of  Shardlov/,  on  the  east  by 
the  Urban  Districts  of  Alfreton,  Ripley,  Heanor  eixid  Ilkeston  Borough,  and  on 
the  west  by  the  Y/irksvrorth  Urban  and  Ashbourne  Rural  Districts,  The  altitude 
of  the  area  vai’ies  considerably  frora  150  0,D,  at  Darley  Abbey  in  the  south  to 
1,000  0,D.  in  the  north  at  Ashleyhay,  The  River  Derwent,  entering  the  rural 
district  at  Lea  Wood,  on  the  260  feet  contour,  flows  from  north  to  south, 
dividing  the  area  fairly  equally  into  east  and  west.  The  eastern  parishes 
are  where  the  industries  are  found,  and  the  residential  and  agricultural 
parishes  are  sited  chiefly  on  the  v/est  bank  of  the  river, 

A circle  of  approximately  10  miles  radius,  struck  from  the  Council 
Offices,  encloses  the  28  parishes  which  are  under  the  Council's  administration. 

Representation  on  the  Rural  District  Council  varies,  one  parish 
sending  three  councillors  and  in  another  instance  one  representative  sits  for 
two  parishes.  The  total  representation  is  30  councillors,

Scarlet  Fever 

The  total  nuiriber  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  during 
the  year  was  10,  This  is  a decrease  of  7 on  the  fig-ures  for  1957 
In  all  cases  a domiciliary  visit  was  made,  and  the  parents  advised. 

All  of  the  cases  were  of  a comparatively  mild  nature,  no 
serious  complications  occurred  and  no  case  was  removed  to  hospital. 

Tuberculosis 

18  cases  of  pulmonary  and  1 case  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis 
were  notified  during  the  year,  3 deaths  from  this  disease  occurred  during 
the  year  giviijg  a death  rate  of  0.1  per  1,000  estimated  population, 

B.G.G,  Vaccination 

IZ  start  has  beon  rade  ‘..dth  the  County  Council’s  Scheme  \<ithin 
the  Eural  District  on  a very  limited  scale  and  it  is  hoped  to  extend  the 
Scheme  throu.-hout  the  T^ole  of  the  area  as  anil  i/hon.  suitable  opportunities 
arise. 
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Poliomyelitis  and  .Anti-Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 


No  confirmed  case  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the 
year.  Tvro  suspect  cases,  one  at  Kilburn  in  a boy  of  7,  and  one  at 
Pritcliley  in  a man  of  32  were  both  admitted  to  Deovent  Hospital,  Derby. 
Subsequent  inyestigations  by  the  hospital  reyealed  that  the  boy  from 
Ililburn  was  suffering  from  a form  of  meningitis  and  the  man  from  Pritchley 
was  suffering  from  acute  rheumatism. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  IVIinister  of  Health 
decided  to  increase  the  age  limits  of  persons  eligible  to  receive 
vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  to  25  years,  and  also  to  exten®  the 
scheme  to  include  expectant  mothers, 

A national  publicity  campaign  was  undertaken,  through  the 
press  by  means  of  posters  and  on  television,  in  order  to  persuade  persons 
in  the  age  group  17~25  years  to  be  vaccinated.  The  response  to  this 
canpaign  has  been  rather  disappointing,  only  a comparatively  few  persons 
in  the  new  ago  group  coming  foiward  to  be  vaccinated. 

Diphtheria  and  Diphtheria  Immunisations 

No  cases  of  diphtheria  v/ere  notified  in  this  district. 

Most  primary  immunisations  are  carried  out  by  General  Medical 
Practitioners,  ani  immunisation  is  also  available  at  the  School  Climes 
and  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  The  school  doctors  give  booster  doses  at 
the  schools  and  primary  immunisation  to  those  children  whose  parents 
neglected  to  have  it  done  during  infancy. 

The  following  details  have  been  supplied  by  Dr,  J,  B,  S,  Morgan, 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health

Although  the  total  number  of  children  receiving  a primary 
injection  is  very  slightly  less  than  in  1957  (407  in  1958  as  against  440 
in  1957)  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  number  of  children  aged  under  one 
year  v4io  received  primary  injections  rose  by  nearly  100,  This  reflects 
the  tendency  that  more  parents  took  the  advice  offered  and  had  their 
children  iminunisad  against  diphtheria  during  the  first  year  of  life. 

This  rise  has  occurred  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  publicity  given  to  the 
Polio  Vaccination  Scheme  tendered  to  ’’swamp”  that  given  to  Diphtheria 
Immunisation.

Specimens  taken  by  Medical  Practitioners  are  forwarded  direct 
to  the  Laboratory,  and  the  results  are  not  communicated  to  this  department 
except  when  a positive  result  leads  to  a notification  under  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Regulations, 

HOSPITAL  SERVICES 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  in  the  district  may  be 
removed  to  the  Derwent  Hospital,  Derby, 

Cases  of  tuberculosis  requiring  admission  to  hospital  are 
referred  to  the  Chest  Physician,  Chest  Centre,.  Green  Lane,  Derby,  (Telephone  No, 
Derby  47866),  and  may  be  admitted  to  the  Derv/ent  Hospital,  Draycott  Hospital 
or  to  'Jalton  Sanatorium,  Chesterfield,

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SCAVENGING- 


House  Refuse  Removal 


The  v/hole  of  the  district  is  covered  by  a direct  labour  scheme 
employing  29  v/orkn:cn  xiho  are  supervised  by  the  General  Foreman,  The  district 
is  divided  into  eight  areas  in  v/liich  two,  three  or  four  men  teams  v/ork,  each 
with  one  vehicle  except  in  the  Crich  and  South  Wingfield  area  \7here  six  men 
are  employed  and  an  additional  small  lorry  is  provided,  this  having  extra 
maxoeuvarability  for  narrov/  streets  and  lanes.  One  other  older  vehicle  is 
retained  as  a spare  to  be  used  in  the  event  of  breaJcdo’-vn  or  to  replace 
vehicles  off  the  road  for  repaii’s. 

There  continues  to  be  considerable  loss  of  time  due  to  illness, 
and  in  order  to  maintain  the  collection  at  a reasonably  frequent  interval,  casual 
labour  has  had  to  be  employed  almost  continually. 

Refuse  Tips 

A large  tip  at  Barley  Abbey  is  owned  by  the  Council,  and  in  adcJition 
land  for  tipping  is  rented  at  Crich,  Denby,  Horsley,  Holbrook,  Kirk  Langley, 
Shipley  and  Shottle,  Tipping  on  land  at  Smalley  is  carried  out  v/ith  the 
permission  of  the  ov/ners  rent  free,  to  help  in  the  filling  of  an  excavation 
left  by  opencast  v/orking. 

Controlled  tipping  is  carried  on  at  Barley  Abbey,  where  a full 
time  tip  attendant  is  employed,  and  at  Crich  where  the  collectors  and  casual 
labour  periodically  seal  the  face  tip.  The  other  tips  are  not  used  to  the 
same  extent,  but  are  kept  reasonably  tidy  by  the  collectors  immediately 
raking  down  the  tip  face  and  occasionally  sealing. 

Salvage  Collection 

Three  of  the  refuse  lorries  employed  in  the  more  built-up  ajre$  use 
trailers  for  the  collection  of  salvage,  mostly  of  waste  paper,  and  the  other 
lorries  carry  sacks  for  the  same  purpose,  A quantity  of  scrap  metal  and 
rags  is  also  collected  and  salvaged  from  the  tips. 

During  the  financial  year  l60  tons  13  cv/ts  3 qrs  of  waste  paper 
was  collected  and  sold,  realising  £1,131.  8,  3.,  and.  during  the  same  period 
the  sale  of  scrap  metal  and  rags  realised  £117.  2,  8. , making  a total  of 
£1,248.  10,  11. 

The  v/orkmsn  received  a bonus  from  the  sale  of  salvaged  materials, 
sharing  fifty  per  cent  of  the  profit  after  deducting  the  year's  expenses. 

ghtsoil  Collection 

A ne'w  Bennis  diesel  cesspool  emptier  with  attachment  for  enptying 
pail  closets  was  put  into  commission  in  Pebiuary,  replacing  the  Austin  lorry 
v/ith  a fitted  tank.  As  a result,  a pail  closet  collection  was  started  in  the 
parishes  of  Alderv/asley  and  Kedleston  for  the  first  time,  and  the  private  contract 
for  nightsoil  collection  in  Horsley  Woodhouse  and  Smalley  v/as  terminated  on  the 
31st  March,  and  the  work  carried  out  by  the  direct  labour  scheme. 

The  one  vehicle  is  operated  by  three  men,  and  they  were  fully 
occupied  on  the  emptying  of  juail  closets,  all  being  done  during  the  day  except 
the  parish  of  Bethick,  Lea  and  Holloway,  which  is  carried  out  during  houisof 
overtime  in  the  evening. 

The  collection  at  Mackworth  and  Kirk  Lar.gley  continued  to  be  carried 
out  satisfactorily  by  the  same  private  contractor. 

Cost  of  Scaven/un/i; 

The  cost  of  the  house  refuse  and  nightso.il  collection  schemes  for 
the  year  ended  31st  Miarch,  1959,  totalled  £25,666,  6,  0.  the  equivalent  of 
a rate  of  l/?.  96  in  the  pound,  or  at  an  average  cost  of  £2,  10,  6. , per  house. 
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SLAUCrliTERIIOUSES  AND  SUEERVISIQISi'  OF  FOOD  SUPPLIES 
S laught  e i"hou  s e s 

There  are  12  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  but  in  4 
of  these  very  little  slaughtering  is  carried  out.  High  grade  quality 
animals  are  generally  killed,  particularly  for  the  I'etail  trade  v/-hich 
forms  the  greater  part  of  the  killing,  but  a proportion  of  poorer  cot/ 
beef  is  also  prepared  for  the  T/holesale  trade. 

Meat  and  Food  Inspection 

The  carcases  and  organs  of  all  cattle  (bulls,  bullocks,  cov/s 
and  heifers),  calves  and  pigs  v/ere  inspected  shortly  after  slaughtering  and 
almost  lOCfo  inspection  of  sheep  and  lambs  has  also  been  carried  out. 

The  foUov/ing  table  indicates  the  number  of  ardjnals  slaughtered 
for  human  consumption,  and  gives  information  as  to  the  affected  parts  which

ESTfiOLEUM  (consolidation)  ACT.  1928 

During  the  year  68  premises  v/ere  licensed  for  the  storage  of 
petroleum  spirit,  varying  from  a small  can  store  •f  12f  gallons  to  bulk  storage 
of  12,000  gallons. 

In  accordance  vdth  a Home  Office  recommendation  all  storage  tanks 
more  than  20  years  old  were  pressure  tested,  and  several  tanks  were  found  to 
be  defective  and  v/ere  put  out  of  commission.  J<iany  others  had  minor  defects 
v/hich  were  remedied,  and  on  re-testing  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  This 
work  involved  a considerable  amount  of  visiting  for  inspection  and  re-inspection 
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HOUSING 


The  Council’s  programme  for  dealing  with  sub-standard  houses  involved 
the  representation  of  five  further  clearance  areas,  comprising  28  houses.  There 
was  no  objection  to  two  of  the  Clearance  Orders,  which  T/ere  subsequently  confirmed 
by  the  I'H.nister,  but  a public  enquiry  was  held  in  respect  of  the  other  three,  and 
the  J/linister’s  decision  is  awaited. 

The  re-housing  of  occupiers  in  houses  in  Clearance  Areas  was  delayed, 
but  progress  is  now  being  made,  and  the  resultant  demolition  of  the  old  houses  is 
now  proceeding,  although  none  are  reflected  in  the  table  for  1958,

This  Act  came  into  force  during  the  year  and  made  certain  amendments  to 
the  previous  legislation  dealing  with  the  question  of  improvement  grants.  The 
Council  continued  to  apply  the  sections  generously  and  to  the  fullest  extent 
permitted  by  the  Act,  and  consequently  32  grants  were  made  towards  the  improvement 
of  housing  accommodation,  involving  a total  of  £A, 276,  0,  0,  in  grants  paid. 

The  main  items  of  improvement  v/ere  the  provision  of  a bathroom  and  hot 
water,  but  other  inprovements  carried  out  included  proper  sanitary  accommodation, 
indoor  water  supply,  drainage,  inproved  lighting  and  ventilation,  inserting  a proper 
damp  course  ard  provision  of  proper  storage  for  food  and  fuel. 

It  was  satisfying  to  see  the  greatly  improved  amenities  in  these  houses, 
but  unfortunately  there  is  still  a reluctance  on  the  part  of  landlords  to  provide 
these  additio2aal  araeiities  in  tenanted  houses,  and  nearly  all  the  applications 
received  are  from  o'wner-occupiers.

During  the  year,  many  sewers  were  laid  on  the  various  housing  estates 
being  developed  in  the  area  of  the  Allestree  Neighbourhood  Unit, 

I estimate  that  my  staff  have  tested  ovei‘  6,000  yards  of  sewers  in 
this  area  alone. 

At  Allestree,  a 13"  relief  sewer  has  been  laid  from  La^m  Avenue  to 
Is&irkeaton  lane  End  and  tliis  has  proved  to  be  effective, 

A 9"  off-site  sewer  has  been  laid  from  The  I^jilberries  Estate  to 
Fairway  Crescent,  Allestree, 

Work  was  completed  on  the  layirg  of  sewers  at  De thick.  Lea  and  Hollov/ay, 

This  is  the  first  stage  of  the  Council's  post-war  sewerage  programme  and  will  be 
followed  by  a number  of  smaller  schemes.  Most  of  the  sev/age  of  Dethick,  Lea  and 
Kollov\ray  (which  formerly  discharged  directly  to  streams)  has  been  collected  and  is 
nov;  treated  at  the  disposal  works  of  the  Matlock  Urban  District  Council, 

¥ork  has  commenced  on  the  laying  of  1,500  lin.  yards  of  6"  sevrers  to 
drain  part  of  the  Parish  of  Hazelwood  to  Duffield,  This  scheme  is  over  3Q^  completed. 

Over  2,200  lin,  yards  of  sewers  in  Duffield  have  been  scraped  and  cleared 
of  over  20  tons  of  silt  and  litter. 

The  council’s  labour  force  maintaining  these  works  consists  of  a 
General  Foreman,  7 full-time  attendants  and  2 part-time  attendants,
